In some 
of the cases iu question, the Collector’s proceedings were not gufiioiently careful, too much 
reliance having been placed on the ministerial officers, who appear to have manipulated the 
oases as they pleased. The .Member in charge, therefore again desires to draw the attention of 
District Otfieers to the subject of Circular Order No, 7 uf .March 1875, and to enjoin the 
greatest caution in dealing with the claims put forward by appliciiuts iu such casca.

It having been represented to the Board that inconvenience is oaused by the payltaont 
into treasuries by Municipalities of an unlimited number of copper coins, attention is hereby 
drawn to the Notification of the Government of India, No. 959, dated Slot May 1869, {mb- 
lished at page 1190 of the Calcutta Gasetle of ICtb June I8C9, which lays down that copper 
coins are to be received without limit of amount in payment of Onvrrnrueni dues only. District 
Officers need not, therefore, receive copper coin from Manjcipalities or from any other souroe 
(when nut iu payment uf Government dues), for sums over fraotions of a rupee.

All sales under this rule vrill be for cash on delivciy; and 
when the purchaser is one of those who are required to retail stamps under Rule VIII, or is 
one spcd^ly authorized under Rule IX, a discount of one half anna per rupee will be 
allowed. But to purchasers other than the above, no discount will be allowed, and officers 
in charge of local depdts must see that discount is not allowed except to the privileged officers 
above referred to.. The sale of embossed envelopes shall be subject to the same conditions, 
except that they shall be sold in packets containing sixteen envelopes each, portions of a 
packet not being saleable. The price of each packet shall be the value of the stamps borne 
by the envelopes contained in it, the discount (if any) being calculated on that value. 

The above rule is only partially applicable to " Service Stamps,” which may be sold 
only to Government ofieiah on a mitlett apptiealion, aceompanied by payment of the value in 
cash, and on which no ditcount is allowed^ A receipt containing in detail the gross value 
of each description of Service Postage Stamps sold vrill be granted by the treasury officer 
for the amount paid to him.

XIV. —The officer in charge of the jiostagc iiiampii shall cause the store under double 

j ^ locks to be ojicned, and the required number to be counted 

and delivered to the Treasurer iu his presence. A store- 
bookt be kcjit iu English, iu whieh the number and value of tlic stainps delivered to 

the Treasurer shall be entered, and a balauce stntck at the time of delivery. This balance 
will be attested by the initials of the ollieer iu charge and of the Treasurer, both of whom 
shall invariably be present during the whole time that the store under double lucks, or any 
part of it, remaius 0 |)eM. The deliveries shown iu the store-book will agree with the indent 
as approved. 

XV. —If the Treasurer reejuire stamps at any intermediate time, the same proceiis will 
be observed as is prescribed iu the two preceding rules. 

XVI. —Stamps will be supplied from the store under double locks ouly to the Treasurer 
and to branch depdts, and on indent from them, respeetivcly. Sales should be made not 
out of store, but from the supply iu the hands of the Treasurer or the supply iu branch 
depAts. 

XVII. —As soon as possible after the arrival of a despatch of postage stamps from a 
neutral depAt, or from auy other local depot, the packets or boxes are to be opened, one at a 
lime, iu the presence of the officer iu charge of stamps. The stamps contained in each bos 

j ^ or packet are then to be immediately counted and compared 

with the iuvoicc,§ which, after being receipted, will be 
returned by the first post to the depot whence they were despatched. Unless the officer in 
charge of the stamps can certify that the stamps contaiurd iu auy given packet or box were 
immediately counted by himself personally, or iu his prcseui-ci, he will be held responsible 
for the value of any that may be found deficient. The stamps are then to he placed iu the 
store under double locks, aud entered iu the store-books, and no stamps are to be delivered 
to the Treasurer or sold to any party without being first brought into store. 

XVllI.—Officers in charge of stamps will have the stamps in store, ho'h those under 
double locks aud those in the hands of the Treasurer, counted iu their presence on the 
last open day of September aud March in each official year, and will certify having 

done so in the following terms at the foot of the monthly

OfiScers in charge of vessels, od observing this 
signal, shall not attempt the passage, but shall keep clear of the opening 
so as to allow the vessels coming from the opposite direction to pass 
through. 

Signal No. 3.—A white disc presented to approaching vessels indicates that the 
passage is clear. Officers in charge of vessels waiting to make the passage 
may, on observing this signal, proceed through the opening. 

2. Except at slack water and moderate tides of both ebb and flood, no passenger, 
cargo, or other boat shall use the small openings. At all other times the 60 feet and 
shore openings shall be the only authorized channels for the passage of boats. No boat of 
any description shall at any time use the space provided for the passage of vessels when the 
same may be open for that purpose. 

3. When signal No. 1 is hoisted, no cargo, passenger, or any other boat shall cross 
over near the opening of the bridge provided for the passage of ships. 

4. The masters, owners, or agents of vessels wishing to pass through the ship opening 
of the bridge shall give notice to that effeot at the office of the Commissioners three hours 
before the hour fixed for opening the bridge, provided that no such application will be 
received between the hours of 6 t.m, and 6 a.u.

Bye-lam paeeed by the Municipal Corumittionen of Chittagong for the regulation and eleauiiug of 
private priviee and premises situated soithia the limits of that town. 

W’nRNKVKR it shall appear to the Municipal Commissioners to he desirable that they 
should, through servants to be appointed by them, undertake ihe removal of ni<;ht-«oil from 
private privies situated within any portion or portions of the town of Chittagong, they shall 
give public notice by advertisement or otherwise that they will, from and after a certain 
date, undertake the removal thereof: pinvided that not less than two-thirds ol the honse- 
holdors on whose premises there are private privies within such stated portion or poriious 
shall apply In writing to the office of the Municip.al Commissioners for such services. 

2. The Municipal Cominissioners shall, on the receipt of such requisition in writing, 
make arrangements for the removal of night-soil from i-rivatc premises and privies the 
owners or occupiers of which shall desire their s-rvices; provided t.'ial no soil will lie removed 
from anv premises or privy unless tlie owner or occupier thereof shall make payment at the 
office of the Mnnicipat Commissioners of the cost of such removal at (he following rates:— 

For three months, in advance, not exceeding two annas per inmate per uienacm. 

Fur one month, in advance, not exceeding two annus and six pies per inmate per 
mensem. 

3. On receipt of Bne.h payment in advance, the Commissioners shall appoint a sweeper 
to remove the soil from the said privy or premises in snch manner, and at such hours, as 
may be hcreafier determined. 

4. Every owner or occupier of any bouse, land, or premises, whose scavengering the 
.VTunicipal Commissioners thus undertake to perform, shall give free access to the servants of 
tiie Municipality to his house, l.ind, or premises for the removal of any night-soil or filth 
within such hours os may have been fixed on by the Municipal Commissioners. 

5. Every person shall c-mstruet his privy above ground, aud ahall provide his privy or 
premises with a snitahle mcvalilc receptacle of tin, iron, or earthenware. Such reoeptacle> 
if not within a uIoshiI building, must be kept covered, so as to prevent rain from entering 
or noxious smells from being emitted.

6. Every peraon payin'; for tbe c1eanain<; of hi* privy shall be entitled to have his privy 
receptacle cleaned once in iSii hours, and shall further, without additional payment, be entitled 
to have any domestic refuse removed from his premiecs by the Municipal Commissioners once 
in 24 hours : provided that the said refuse be deposited in a suitable movable receptacle, 
similar to that directed in the case of privies, and placed ns conveniently near the roadside as 
circumstances will admit of. 

7. Any person who has not made payment to the Commissioners for the removal of 
ni;;ht.eoil may, on application to the Municipal Commissioners, with their conshnt, and on 
payment of a rate such us they may approve, not exceeding one rupee per mensem, have refuse 
(either from domestic, manufactiirin!;, or tradin'; sources), other than night-soil, removed from 
his premises by the Municiiuil Commissioners, subject to tlie same provision ns is contained in 
Bye-law 6. 

8. No householder, having made payment as aforesaid, shall, during the continnance of 
the period for which such payment has been made, be subject to any domiciliary visit of 
'nspection of his privy or premises by any overseer or other oincer of the Municipality unless 
he neglects to comply with the provisions of }3ye-laws 5 to 7: provided always that any 
overseer or other officer of the Municipality shall be at liberty to inspect any privy or premises 
daring the hours fixed for the removal of night-soil. 

Q. Any householder, the scavengering of whoso premises the Commissioners have under¬ 
taken to perform, may ul any time discontinue sneh service] by giving notice in writing to 
the Commissioners, hut shall r<ot be entitled to any ri-fund on account of services unperformed, 
or of the sum, or any portion thereof, paid by him in advance. 

10. Every owner or occupier of any liou-e, land, or promises, in or on which any privy 
may be situated, the disposal of whose night-soil the Municipalil.y may not have undertaken, 
shall, after 6 hours’ notice, give free access to liis liousc, land, or pr miscs to any officer, not 
nnder the rank of an overseer, who may wish to inspect the same within such hours as the 
Municipality may from time to time determine. 

Penalty for infiingement. Us. 5. 

11. On reeeiot of a notice from the Municipal Commissioners, every owner or occupier 
Cf any house, land, or premises in or on which any well, privy, or other noxions or impropeily 
constructed privy may he sitnn'od, shall fill tip, close, nr otherwise alter the construction of 
the said privy, os may lie directed in the notiue; and if the orders contained in the notice 
be not carried out within 1 a d.iys, the (’ommissioners may fill up, close, or otherwise alter 
the said privy, and .my expense incurred in so doing siinll bo reeovcruhle as a debt due to 
the Commissioiiers. 

13. No owner or occupier of any Iionsc, land, or premises in or on which any privy 
may be situated, shall allow niglil-soil or filth of any kind to (low or be discharged from gnch 
privy into any drain, watir-course, river, tank, liollow, or excavation (or any place contain¬ 
ing waste and stagnant water), or into any other receptacle but one of tlie nature described 
in Bye-law a. 

13. No person shall ibrow, deposit, or discharge any nighl-soil, sewage, ot the contents 
of any drain, privy, or ccss-pnol, into any river, tank, kiial, w.ter-cotirse, or ri'ccptacle for 
water, or dispose of the above-mentioned kinds of offi-nsivc mutters in any other way than 
as the Municipal Commissioners may from time to time direct.

14. The Mnnicipal Commissioners may direct the use of lime, coal-tar, carljolio acid, 
or other deadorants or di-infi-ctants iu any privy or premises if at any time it seems to them 
necessary for the preserv.alioii of puhliu health, or for the prevention of infeultons or spread of 
disease: provided that the Municipal Commissioners shall be hound to supply such deodorants, 
&e., at cost price, and the price shall he recovcrahle as a debt due to the Commissioners.

It has been the practice in some districts to treat cenificates, which are issued under 
the provision of Section 15, Regulation VIII of 1819, of the payment of the purohase-mouey 
of a tenure sold under that Regulation, as deeds of conveyance, and to require them to tm 
stamped accordingly ; hut the legality of this practice having been called in question, the 

{Gmenment Gazette, ‘iind February 1876.] 
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Adrocate-Goaeral was consulted on the subject, and has expressedaa opinion that the praotioe 
is irregular. In accordance with the order of the Member in charge, that opinion is now 
circulated for the information and guidance of District OfBoers in respect to the mode of 
treatment of such certificates in future. 

“A putni i* a lease Tritbin U>e moaning of the General Stamp Aot, 1869[seesebednlal,art. 19, ^ 

clause (e) ], and a lease is not a conveyance, within the meaning of the same Act (see deSnitioa of 

conrejrance, eeotion 3, clause ]]).“ 

“With rofcronco to tbo stomp which is to bo affixed on a putni, proTision is made in sdicdnle 1, art. 

19, clause (e), hut no specific proyiston appears to be made in the General Stamp Act, 1869, for the transfer 
or assignment of a lease. The definition of a lease, as given by the General Stamp Act, 1869, does not in 
my opinion cover the transfer or assignment of a lease, but oven if it bo supposed to extend to a transfer 
or assignment of a lease, it is obvious that tho operation of that section cannot be made to include a mere 
certificate of payment. It is to bo noted that although provision is made in the General Stamp Aot for on 
assignment of an interest secured by a bond or mortgage deed (sec schodule 1, art. 19), and also for a snr* 
render of a lease (see schedule 1, art. 20), none has been made for a transfer or assignment of a lease.” 

“ Under the above circumstances 1 am of opinion that a certificate of payment'of the purebase-snonoy, 
which is evidence of the transfer of tho putnidar's interest to the purchaser, is not liable to be stamped 
as a oonveyance."

(Oirii ourf OMiwZ.) oflBoers of such courts, except when called for by superior judicial 
authority, or required for the purposes of Section 188, Act VIII 
of 1859, by a civil court not at the same station. 


2. It is improper and inconvenient that records of the courts of justice should be 
sent to other public officers or functionaries. If a reference to their contents is required, 
the proper procedure is ordinarily to obtain copies of the requisite papers. 


3. The Court desires to point out to Civil Judges of every grade the necessity fur 
exerdsing careful discretion in acting upon the provisions of Sedlon .188 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, Act VIII of 1859, which arc found to be ofteu.abnsed.

Thb following extracts from Government Order No. 2857, dated 4th December 1875, 
containing the views of the Lieutenant-Governor with regard to the duties of District Collec¬ 
tors in cases in which unstamped or insulHoiently stomped documents are produced before them, 
under circumstances snlTicient to satisfy them that there w.is an intention of evading the law, 
are circulated for the information and guidance of the olRcers concerned; and the Member in 
charge directs that until further order, reports be Miinidtlcd to the Hoard of each case of 
prosecution for evasion of the stamp laws :— 

”2. Under Section 43 of Act XVIll of 1869, it is necessary that all prosecutions under 
"the Act should be instituted and conducted by tlio Collector or other authorized officer, and 
“ it is essential to a prosecution under Section 29. that the Collector should be satiefied that 
" the particular instrument, in respect of which a prosecution is to take place, was executed on 
" unstamped^ or insufficiently stamped pajicr with the intention of evading payment of the 
" proper stamp duty. 

“ 3. But, when the Collector has satisfied himself upon this point, the Lieutenant-Go- 
“ vemor is a4vised that it is not necessary that any fraudulent intention should be proved 
“ before the Court in which the offender is prosecuted. The oft'ence is complete when the 
particular terras of Section 29, creating tneb ofl'cnce, have been contravened, and it is no 
'* defence to tbu prosecution to plead that the person charged had no intention of evading 
" the law. It appears to have been the intention of the Legislature to make the question 
“of intention one exclusively for the detenninatioii of the Collector, and the Criminal Court 
“is bound to convict upon the mere proof of the facts; i.e., on the production of the unstamped 
“or under-stamped document, and evidence that it was executed, &c., by the accused peraou.” 

» « « . « « 

“ 5. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that Collectors have been deterred from putting 
" the law into active operation by the supposed difficulty of adducing such evidence of 
"fraudulent intention os would satisfy the Criminal Court. It is clear that cases will frequently 
“occur in which a Collector may feel no moral doubt that an eva.sion of the law was intended, 
“ hut in which direct evidence upon the question of intention might not be forthcoming. In 
“ such cases, I am to s-ay, the Colloclor, if satisfied upon reasonable grounds of belief and 
"probability that there was an intention of evading the law, should prosecute the offender 
“ in the Criminal Court.

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" 6. The almost stationary state of the Oeneral Stamp Bevenae, contrasting as it does 
" so remarkably with the rapid increase ^of receipts .from Court Fees Stamps, shows the 
“ necessity of measures being taken to enforce the more general observance of the law. I am 
“ therefore directed to request that the Member in charge will issue a circular to District 
"Collectors, pointing opt tq them tb^^ in.cases in wbiqh t^^lamped or under>8tainped 
"documents come under their notice, under circumstances which are sufficient to satisfy them 
" that there was an intention of evading the law, it is their duty to prosecute the oSeiiders 
" in a Criminal Court, and that the Goyqinment is advised that in such cases it is not 
" necessary that any evidence to prove the fraudulent intention should be offered by the 
" proseeution. As it is believed that the law has not hitherto been strictly enforced, it is the 
*' wish of the Government that care and ciroumspection should be used in instituting these 
** proBUCutions; but the Lieutenant-Governor believes that if a few cases were prosecuted in 
" every district, and uonvictions were obtained, the obligations imposed by the law would 
" be brought forcibly to the notice of all classes of the community, and a considerable 
"increiise of the stamp revenue would be the result. In these proseentions, which would be 
“ instituted by way rather of warning than of punishment, it would not be necessary for the 
“ Collector to press for the infliution of severe penalties. The result of the prosecutions which 
" moy be instituted under these orders sbonlj be reported to Government, in order that it may 
"be ascertained whether any mndiheatiou of the existing law is necessary or desirable."

LcOtSLATTTE DEPAfiTMEKT. 


The rollrtwingf Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill ns settled by (hem, tens 
prcRcnteij to the (’onncil of tho Governor-General of India for the purpose of makin;; 
Laws and U(.-<ruIntiMn.s on the 9th March 1875 

Wb, the undersigned Members of tlic Select Committee to which the Bill for coiisoHdatiny 
line! r.memiin'; ihe laws relating (o the Procedure of the Courts of Civil Judicature in British 
India Wiis referred, hare the honor to report that we have considered the Bill and the papers 
ni.t d ia iho appeiiuis and received since April 1865, the date of the preEontatio 9 of the lost 
report. 


1, Tliis Bill has now been hefore the Council for nearly eleven veare. Without having 
been formally introdneed, it was puidished in 1864. It was iniroduced and referred to a 
t'onimitici' in lh“ hdluvrini; Noveinher. An amended draft was piiblished in April 1865, sent 
home lothe Seirctary of S ale in t’onneil, and hy him ref'cired to the Indian Law Commis* 
sioners. They were of opinion that ihe piojcci of consolidation should be deferred, and tliat it 
woulii be bt tter to amend tne Ci de by sncec.°Eive ennetments as occasion might demand. The 
Secretary «'f State in Council, in his despatch of the 25th February 1867, expressed hie concur¬ 
rence in that opinion. 

2. In conseqiterco. the woik was broken off. Hut since the correspondence above referred 
to, tberc liave been ntoie clianges in the law, each tending to make some portion of the 
existiii;: Code inapplicable to present ciicumstaiicee. Besides the modifications affocteii by local 
Arts, the (icmral ( Inases’ Act of 1868, the Prisoners'Testimony Act of 1869, tlie (’cueral 
Stamp Act of the same year, the Court I'ees’Act of 187i', the Limitation Act of 1871, the 
liiiJenco Ai'tof 1S72, the Criminal Pntceduio t'ode of 1872, the Oaths’ Act of 1873 have all 
had this effect to a greater or less extent. And every portion of the Code which becomes 
useless has, unless it is struck away, tho effect of distracting, if not of misleading, those who 
resort to it. 

5. Again, theie has now been a much larger number of decisions, which show either 
some incouviiiience in tlic inirs if the Code, or some ambiguity of expression or absence 
of direction wliicn lias giicn rise to dispnies ilntt it is convenient loseitle. To a certain extent 
tiicse inattcrs are settUd by judicial dccisicns. But the decisions, however well they may 
interpret the language of the Cede, do not always lay down the rule which is most beneficial to 
Eoiiors. And cvcii in the more firqueiit iiistaiiecs where the decision lays down the best rule, 
it is often cou\cnient to embody it in the wiiticn law. 

4. The (iuvirnment of India has recently decided to make some amendments in the law 
relating to the execution of decrees. We have embodied tlie provisi.iiis necessary to give effect 
to this decision ; and we have also endeavoured to render m >re cfficteut the provisions of the 
Code wiiich relate to excciitiuu-deltuis unable to pay their debts. 

6. Still Ibo pr at bulk of the Code remains intact, and so, except by re-arrangement, 
we propose to leave it. Wliat we have done is to .attempt a clearer and more methodical arrange- 
mdit of (be different parts and clauses of the Code than is now the case; to embody in 
it a number of judicial decisi.uis, some incorporated in the substance of the enactments, some 
by way of explanaiion, and some by way of illustration ; in one nr two instances to lay down 
rules more ccneruily convenient than those which have been decided to result from the present 
wording of the Co.Ie ; to supply some forms of proceeding whicii may he useful to suitors; 
and to add a few provisions some of whicii are borrowed from t'le Soles of the High Court of 
Calcutta, and others from the New York Civil Procedure Code.

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6. In rc-arranging the Code wo have first folkwred the cnuric of au ordinary eoit from the 
moment that the plaintifi^determines to sue, until he obtains execution of his decree. Incidental 
proceedings (as, for example, when either party dies), suits in particular cases, provisional reme> 
dies (such aa inteilocntory injunctions), and special proceedings arc dealt with in subseqnent and 
separate Parts. If an unsuccessful litigant wishes to present an appeal, or to have a judgment 
reviewed, he will find the law on these subjects iu Parts dealing respictively with appeals and 
reviews. Beferences to the High Conrts arc also separately lie-tU with, and the special Rules , 
relating to the Courts established under 24 and 25 Vic., c. 104, are planed in a Part by them¬ 
selves. The new Code is thus divided into ten Parts, relating respectively to— 

I.—Suits in general. 

II.—Incidental Proceedings. 

III. —Suita in particular oases.

Sections i .5 and 192 of Act VIII 
of 1856 are fur tiiO preseui to bo left untouched. The lonncr Kcutiuu relate;, to declaratory 
Suits the latter to specific performance. Both subjects will properly be dealt with by a 
Bill relating to specific and preventive relief, ami the sections in question will then be 
repealed.

Chapter i.—Of the Jurisdiction ok the Courts and Hes Judicata , 

Section 10, —This lays down the law ns to Lie Petuktis, iind contains an explanation 
declaring that the pendency of a suit in a foreign Court does not preclude the Courts of 
British India from entertaining a suit founded on the same cause of action. 

Section 13.—Tliis deals with res judicata, and incidentally with foreign judgments, hike 
Hi'ctiou fi nf the Bill of ISGu, it is to a large extent founded on the definition in Livingston’s 
Code of Evidence. We have Ibonght it desirable lo add a nnmhcr of illustrations likely, we 
hope, t.i> facilitate the comprehension of this most difiieult bead of law. As ree judicata is 
not a plea to the jurisdiction, but a plea in bar, the place of this section may be objeett'd to. But 
the circumstance that the corresponding section (2) of Act VIII of 1859 stands inllu torefront 
of the present Code, and the eonveuicnce of having so important a cl.'insc in a pi'’minciit 
position, se<‘m to ns in this instance to outweigh considerations of logical arrangement. 

Chapter ii,—Ok the Place op Suing. 

Section 15 speoiiies the suits whose forum is fixed with reference to the situation of the 
subject-matter. Such arc suits relating to immoveable property and suits for moveables which 
have been distrained or iiltached. An exceptioii is made in the ease of suits to obtain relief 
respecting land where (os in the vase of speeifie performance of a contract of sale) the relief 
sought can be obtained through the jiersonal obedience nf the Uefcndunl. Such suits may be 
brought either in the Court which has jurisdiction over the land, or in the Court which has 
jurisdiction over the person of the defendant. 

Sectio* 16 (the latter part of section 10 of the Bill of ISOfi and scetioD 61) deals with the 
suits to be instituted where the defendant resides, or where the eanse of action arose. The prin¬ 
cipal changes which wc have made are these :—Where there are several defendants, only some of 
whom reside, Ste., within the local limits of the Court’s jurisdietion, we think that the soil should 
not be instituted in the Court uulcss either (a) the leave of the Court is given, or (5) the non¬ 
residents acquiesce. 

We have framed two .«(*ctions (17, 18) to provide for the case of a suit being i iistitiitod in a- 
Court within whose jurisdiction only part of the cause of arttion arose, and where all the 
defendants do not reside. In such a case we think that any defendant should be allowed to 
move the Court to stay proceedings; and that, if the Court thinks that, justice is more likely to 
he done, by the suit heiug instituted in another Court, it may stay proceedings cither finally or 
till further orders. In such case of course the plaintiff should not pay a second Court-fee, and 
the inlcrval between the institution of the suit and the date of staying proceedings should be 
excluded in computing the period of limitation applicable thereto. For this, section 19 
provides. 

Section 20.—^This declares that suits for actionable wrongs may lie brought either where 
the wrong is committed, <>t where the defendant resides. 
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CnAPTBB ni.—O p Parties and their AmABANCBS, Applications, and Acts. 

See/iom 27—31 are new, and contain rules ns to parties, their joinder, non-joinder, mis¬ 
joinder, founded to some extent on the New York Code, sue.tions 117, 118, 119, 120. 

Seefion 34.—Here we have settled a moot point by declaring that a partner is not, as sueh, 
a ‘ recognized agent.’ 

Seetioni 40 aad41.—Here wo have authorised the (lonrt, (a) to make one of several plain, 
tiffs a defendant ; (i) to strike out of the plaint tin* name of a person improperly made a 
party ; (e) to stay proceedings against such a person 

CiiAHTEtt IV.—Op the Frame op the Suit and the Form op the Plaint. 

Heetion 42 declares that every plaint shall, as far .ts practicable, he so framed us to afford 
ground for a single decision upon the whole subject in dispute. 

fieeCionx 44 nnil 45 deal with the. subject of multifariousness. 

S(cfion 49, as to the particulars to be contained in the plaint. Here we have added some 
explanations to indicate that the plaint inu-st show {a) that wiiurc the plaintiff sues in a repre¬ 
sentative character, he has taken the steps necessary to (mablo him to sue ; that the defend¬ 
ant is, or claims to be, interested in the subject-matter, and tli.it he is liable to he called on to 
answer the plaintiff’s demand. We have also provided that in money suits the plaint .should, 
OB far as practicable, state the nmonnt sued for. 

Seefiun. 5JJ.—Here we have explained that a plaint cannot be altered so as to convert a 
suit of one character into a suit of another and inconsistent char.Tcter. 

SeHion —We have provided for rejecting the plaint when it appears i herefrom that 
the suit is barred by any positive rule of law. 

Seetion 55 provides (in accordance with a t’irnular Order of the ITigh Court, Port 
William), a jirooednre {a) on rejecting, (/i) on returning, a plaint.. 

Section 57 provides, in ■iccordiinee with .nnother (.’ircniar of the same High Court, for 
endorsing a memorandum of documents filed hy the plaintiff along with the [ihiint. 

Section .59 (=aAct V of 1869, section 14) deals with .suits on lost negotiahio instrn- 
mente. 

Section 97 (^section 79 of the Bill of 1805, section 43 of Ae.t VIII) provides that the 
summons to appear and answer shall order the defendant to jiroducc ' documeuls containing 
evidence relating to the merits of the plaintiff’s case,’ and not ‘ documents of whi(4i the 
plaintiff demands inspection.’ 

UiiAPTBB VI.—Service or Sdmmo.nb on the Defendant. 

Section 81.—In the Presidency Towns wc have provided that the Courts l.o which 
Mofussil summonses are sent for service shall lie the Courts of Small Causes. 

Chapter vii.—Of the Appeakanci. of the Parties, and oossEquBNCK of 
Non-appearanck,. 

Our changes in this matter are merely verbal. 

Chapter vni.—O f Written Statements. 

Seetion 103.—We have added words to show that the Court shall deal with recorded 
statements as if given in evidence. 

Sectioii 105, as to set-off.—We liavc amended and illustrated this suction, which refiresentB 
seid/ion 121 of Act VllI of 1859. As now allcreil, it applies to :niy suit for the recovery of 
money ; provides that in tiic claim of the defendant against the plaintiff, the parties must fill

Sccliuii 113.—This jtrovidcs that cither party may exhibit to the other any document 
material to the suit, and recpiest an :itlmi.<ti:io]i in writing of its geniiiiieiies.>:. The party 
refusing to give the icimission is eliargeable with tiie expense of jiroving its geuniueness, 
unless t.he Court thinks there were good re.isons for the refusal. A similar clause is contained 
in the Common Law I’rocediirc Aet, l.'i & 1(1 Vie., ea)). 76, sections 117, J18. Doubts have 
been expressed as to llie isdiey of enacting suoli a elan.'ic in India, and we hope to receive tiie 
Ojiiniuiis of eompcteiil :iulhorilies tpii the matter. 

Seelion 114 relates to inspection fwliicb implies jirodnelion) of doeumenls. It re))resenls 
sections 71 and 157 of the Hill of 180.5 ; seolioiis 4U ami 107 of Aet A'lII. But it provides 
for obtaining inspection and copies of documents only wlicii they contain evideii'o relating to 
the merits of the suil or the defence therein. 

ScelioH 11.5, as to sending for oflieial records and papers.—We have provided, in uueord- 
aucc with a ruliug by I’iiear, J. (1 Ind. .lur. !N. S. ~8 .jJ, that apjpliealioiis under this section 
must be supported by an affidavit showing how the record or paper is material.

—We Imve here expressly emjpovvered the ('ppurt, at any time before pa.ssing 
a decree, tip strike out any issue appearing to be wrongly framed or iiitroduei'd. This is in 
iieeordauee with a ruling of the High (oiuit at Fort William (3 Suth. W, R. 147, 150).

Seelion 135.—AVe think that whore tlie summons has been ligticJ for the settlement of 
issues only, the judgment should no), be prononneed unless all the parties are present and none 
of them object. The introduetippu of a clause to Ibis effect is the ouly ehaugu that we have 
made in reference to this subjcel. 

ClI.VPIFR Xlll.—Or AlUOlTRNMEnTS. 

Section 138.—We have here slightly uularged the diseretidii of the Court as to costs 
occasioned by adjournments. 

CUAl’TER xn.—Of SuMMOMNfi WlTilESSES. 

Boeliou 150.—We have here revived the provisions of the repealed Act XIX of 1853, 
EcetiuR 28, us to fines on wilnesi s failing to appear. 
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Seelioti 154.—^We have added an explanation to afiow that, b4fbre ordering the apprehenaion 
of a peraou Rurauioned to give evidence as a witneas, there most be reaeou to believethat he haa 
no lawful exouae for failing to comply with the aummona; and we have explained (aection 156) 
that ' lawful excuse ’ is such un excuse as, under the Evidence Act, juatiiies a refueal to give 
the evidence. 

('havteb XV.—Of the ExaitniATioN of the Paktibs a^o Witnbsbbs. 

Section 163.—We have provided that nothing in this aection (whioh empowera the Court 
to pass a decree agauist a party who improperly refuses to attend to give evidence) shall enable 
the Court to decree u claim which, on the face of the record, is not warranted by law. 

Section 165.—This expressly provides, that the rules as to witnesses shall apply to a party 
Hiimnioned ns a witness. 


Chapter xvi.—O p Judoment and Decree. 

Seetimi 186.—Wc have here declared that the deotee shall agree with the judgment, and 
empowered the Court to amend the former, if found to be at variance with the latter. 

Section 191, as to decrees in suits for and.—We have here defined ‘mesne profits’ in 
accordance with a decision of Hohhonsa, J., reported in 8 Snth. C. K. 104, and with a view to 
ensure the speedy oxecution of such decrees, we have precluded the Courts from giving mesne 
profits for more than one year from the date of the decree. 

.S'ecte 193 deals with administration snits, a subject wholly untouched by the Bill of 
1865 or the present Code. The Court, before making its final decree, will order such accounts 
and enquiries to be taken and made, and give sncdi order and directions as it thinks fit. Forms 
of the preliminary order and the final decree will be found in Scbedole IV, 

Section 194 authorises the Court, in suits for dissolution of partnership, to make prelimi. 
nary orders fixing a day for the dissolution, appointing a Becoiver of the partnership assets, and 
directing accounts to be taken. This subject is also untoiiohed by Act VIII of 1859 or 
the Bill of 18C5. Forms of the preliminary order and the final decree wiU be found in 
Schedule IV. 


CuAPTER xvTi. —Of Cows. 

Section 198.—We have here provided that the want of jurisdiction to try the case is no bar 
to the exercise of the power to give costs. 

Costs will as a rule follow the event, lint when the Court otherwise directs, we think that 
it should state its reasons in writing. 

We have been in doubt whether it is well to attempt here to lay down any rules about costs. 
There is no question that, in the vast majority of contested cases, costa should follow 
the event, but there are cases iu wliich litigation is resorted to without cause, and the blame of 
it rests with the party who gets the decree. In such cases the winning party may fairly be 
left to bear his own costs, or even, where be is muob to blame, to pay coats of the loser. In 
most of these cases, however, the suit is immmedialely met by proper concessions on the part of 
the defendant, as, e.y., by payment into Court, in which case we have tried to lay down some 
rule about costs. See below, sections 307 and 368. 

The practical question is, whether it is likely to be useful to the Courts if the Code contains 
something applicable to contested cases ; and the point is one on which we should be glad of 
opinions from those who have had occasion to study it. 

Sect ion 201.—This provides that there shall be no appeal or re'hearing on a question of 
costs, except when it distinctly appears on the face of the proceedings either that the costs are 
payable out of or I'hargeable on some property, or that the mode in which they have been 
given is inconsistent with some enactment.

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CnAPTKn xviit.—E sfxution of Decbkbs, 

On this portion of the Code more q iGsiions Iwvj lioin raised nnd miro cases decided than 
on any other. Oar amendments liave iiceo:-diii:;ly been raMier numorons. But,.with two ex¬ 
ceptions—the clauses in section 21H, ih t) apidio it ions to ox.-enie decrees for the payment of 
money or delivery of property, and the seetioin ( jl J>-3 jS) rfl;itiii;» to in.<oIvency-—they will 
be found nut to make any great cliangein sub.-tam'e. We proceed lospeci/y these amendment*, 
omitting mere changes in wording and arrangement. 

Seeliott 202.—We have here touched on the mode of executing decrees for tho delivery of 
a share of the dwelling-house of nn undivided lliiidii family (2 Wyin. Itep. 217). 

203.—Hero wc b.'ivo embodied a rilling of tho Iliirh Court, Port William (1 Ind. 
Jur. N. S. 307), that in a suit fir tiie rcstir.mion of uonjuiral rights, n dueric for tho plaintiff 
shall be declaratory only, and shall he onfoiced in case of disobedience only by attachment. 

Section 215.—\A'e have here made it clear tliat proprriy li-ihle to attachment must be 
saleable, and, in accordance with decided eases, we have cxprc-iBly exempted (a) necersary 
wearing apparel, [6) books of account, (c) mere rigliti. to sue, (</) the right to pci form the service 
of an idol, (e) stipends allowed to pensioners of Uovernmciit, (,/) salaries of servants of Gov¬ 
ernment, tjf) an expectancy of suceession by survivorship, and {h) a right to future maiu- 
tenance. 

Seetiou 21Jt.—We have given the Court a discretionary power to refuse cxccntion at the 
same time against, the poison and the jiropcrty of the jndgiiirnt-dohtor. Sir Barnes Peacock 
(3 Sutli. C. U., 282, 2't4} held that tiie Com i had the power, hut it is well to give it expressly. 

We here propose to make the fullovving important change in the law as to applications to 
execute decrees for the payment of money or the delivery of other property 

Where an npplicaliun to execute such n decree has hern made and granted, no suhscqncnt 
application to execute the same decicc shall be granted, unless the Court is ralisfied that, on 
the former application, due diligence was used to proeun; eoiiiplelc exicutio.'. ; nnd no such 
subsequent application shall be made after the expiration of twelve years fivm any of the 
following dates;— 

fa) the date of the decree Bought to be enforced : or 

(5) wbeie the decree dirceis p iynicnt or delivery by instilments, the date of the default in 
paying or delivering tho iustuliiiuiit in rc.ipvct of which tho njinlicjut seeks to enforce tho 
decree: or 

(c) Where the decree i.s for money, and the dcirce-h’ildcr and the jndgmcnt-dehfor have 
entered into an agrceiuciit in w.iting that the aiiio.iut decroul, witli interest, shall be dis- 
charged by such instalments ns, if duly pui l, will d.sjliarge llie said amount and interest at 
some time wiiliin thirty years from the date of the decree, the date of the default in paying 
the required instalment: 

Provided that a d "crec-boldcr may apply for execntiin of his decree aft.T the expiration 
of tho term of tuelve ye.irs wiierj the judgmeiit-dehior has by fraud or f.ircc prevented cxecu- 
tioD at some time witiiin twelve years itnniedialeiy before t!ie date of the application. 

Section 220.—Ileri.in aeeurdance with another ruling of Sir B. Peacock’s (9 Sufb. W. 
B, 232), We lia'O declared ilial wlu-ii n deciiM against several persons has been transferred to one 
of them, he shall nut he oaliiled to huvu it executed against the others. IIU remedy is a suit 
tor cotitrihiitiun. 

In 221, we have here provided that ever/trsinsf-rrcc of n detrso shall hold it 

subject to the equities (if any) which the jadguieut-d..hLur iiiiglit Lave uoforced against the 
transferor. 

SeefionZ^Z deals with crosii-decrecs. AVe h.avo pnvi.lod Lr the e/tcot cmittut oi tho 
two sums decreed being equal, and we have added explamr ions in ueeordniiee with the rulings 
reported in G Siiih. F. B. 72, and 7 Suth. 335. In seeiiuu 223 wo havu dealt with the subjeet 
of cross-claiuiB under the suiuc decree.

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Seeliou 233 treats of applications for czecntion against the representatives of a deceased 
jadginent-dcbtnr. Wo bavu expressly provided that suoh representative shall be liable to the 
extent of the property of tbo deceased which has come to his hands and has not been duly 
disposed of. 

In teelion 331, as to applications by a person other than tho defendant, who ia dis¬ 
possessed of property in execution of a decree, we have declared that, in hearing such applica¬ 
tions, tho Court shall confine itself to the grounds spreified in the section, and that no such 
application shall be made by a person to whom the defendant has transferred tho property after 
the institution of the suit in which tho decree is made (G Suth., 118). 

Secli'‘n 3.33.—To this section (ns to attachment of property in execution of a decree for 
money) we have aiided an explanation showing that a decreo for mesne profits, or any other 
matter, the amount of which in money is to bo subsequently determined, is a ' decree for money' 
within the meaning of this section. 

In teciion 351 we have removed a doubt as to the powers of a person exeenting a 
grnernl attachment of moveables who has gained access to a house. 

To section 25S we have added a clause shewing how a prohibitory order is to be notiCed 
where the debt to he attached is due by a pnhiiu company to one of its servants. 

In section 3G4 wc have provided that private alienations of attached property during 
the rontinuance of the attachment shall be void as against all cl.aims enforceable under the 
attachment, and not merely us against the party on whose application the attachment woa 
made. 

Section 2C8.—We h.avc here provided that, when the Court grants a certificate authorizing 
the jiidgment-dehtor to sell, mortgage, or lease land attached, the year mentioned in section 383 
(lifter which he may be called on to show cause why the decree should not be executed) ehall 
be computed from the date of the expiry of tho certificate. 

Section 270.—-We have here specified with more particularity than is done by the Bill 
Ilf 1865, section 391, the liabilities of managers of attached property. 

Section 272.—Here ws have given power to tho Local Governments, with the sanction 
of the Government of India, to make special rules for any territory, imposing conditioua in 
respect to the sale of land in execution of decrees for money. 

Section 374.—Wc have added a clause prohihiting execution sales on holidays or any other 
day on which the Court ia closed (3 Suth. Misc. 24). 

Section ZTCt —It has been held that the Collector is a mere ministerial officer under tho 
corri'Sponding section of the present Code, and tliat he has no discretion as to postponing 
sale.-i, fixing an upset price, or any other matter afTocting the substance of tho sale. And it is 
suggested that the Collector ought to have discretion in such matters, or even some larger 
power to make arrangements for p.-iymont of tho debt by some means short of an absolute sale 
of the land. The point ia one on which wc should be glad of opinions from those who have 
been led to study it. It will he remembered that, in section 272, we propose to give power to 
tlie Executive to make special rules on the snhjcct of sales of land. 

Section 277.—Connected with this section is a point of ronsidorablo difficnlty. The corre¬ 
sponding section of the Code, namely section 219, directs that nothing is to be sold hut the 
ng it, title, and interest of the defendant in the property described as put up for sale. It would 
foem that tho seller could not, if he wished, sell anything more specific. And it has been 
decided, with reference to section 258 of the Code, that if the judgment-creditor makes a 
mi.stake and pats up for sale the property of an entire stranger, and the purchaser concludes the 
mil chase under that mistake, he cannot, when ousted by tho true owner, recover his pnrehase- 
■niiiiev, bnt that the judgment-creditor who has sold him nothing is entitled to keep the 
iiuincy. The combination of those two rules seems calculated to introduce a speculative character 
into exconiion sales, which must be very damaging to the properly sold. We understand that 
ill fact it is very common for land to be sold at an undervalue at such sales. To avoid this

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mischiefj we have propoeed two alterations. In this section, 277 of the present draft, we saj 
that the best practicable description shall be given of the property to be sold. And in section 
203, corresponding with section 268 of the Code, we say that the purchaser may recover his 
])nrchase-nioney if the property put up for salo is that of a stranger and he is ousted 
from it. We shall be glad to know of those who are familiar with the subjeot, whether the 
faot really is that property is apt to be sold at an undavalue in execution sales, and, if so, to 
what cause they impute it, what they think of the alterations now proposed, and whether any 
remedy has ooourred to them by which more security can be given to purchasers with the view 
of obtaining better prices for land. 

In »eetion 288, os to the confirmation of an execution sale, for ' absolute,' we have substi* 
tuted' absolutely binding on the vendor.’ 

Section 287.—Where the purchaser fails to make the requisite deposit, or to pay the balance 
of the purchase-money, wc have provided that the deficiency of price (if any) on the re-sale, 
and the expenses of such re-snlc, shall be certified to the Court, and shall, at the instance of 
either the judgment-creditor or the judgment-debtor, lie recoverable from the defaulter under 
the rules for the execution of money decrees. 

Section 288.—We have here provided (in accordance with the practice of the Conrt of 
Chancery) that the decrcc-holder shall not, except with the express permission of the Court, 
purchase the property sold in execution of bis decree. 

5ee^'o»s290, 291.—In case of irregular sales of moveables, we have provided that the 
person injured thereby may not only sue the person injuring him, but may also sue for the 
recovery of the specific property and for compensation in default of recovery. And in case of 
such sales of immoveable property, we have declared that the purchaser may apply to the 
Court to set aside the sale on the ground that the person whose interest in the property 
purported to be sold had no such interest (sec 5 Bomb. O. C. J. 83). 

Section 294.—We have re-drawn this section, so as to make it clear that a certificate of 
sale of land is, for the purpose of the stamp law, to be regarded as a conveyance. 

Section .30.6.—We have here made some additions to the law as to payment out of 
assets in execution of a decree. We have declared that out of such as-sets, whether realized 
by sale or otherwise, the decree-holder on whose application the property was first attached 
is entitled to be first paid, provided that the attachment was in execution of a money decree 
then capable of being completely cxccntcd (21 Siitb. 66), We have expressly saved the 
rights of the Crown, and we have declared that if any of such assets be paid to a person not 
entitled to receive them, the rightful owner may compel a refund (9 Snth. 614). Where the 
judgment-debtor is declared an insolvent, the provisions as to priority contained in this and the 
following section will be overridden by tbo rules as to distribution prescribed by section 325. 

Section 807.—When the Court finds, upon the application of the holder of a decree, that 
any other decree under which property has been attached was improperly obtained, we have 
in addition to the powers given by section 4.32 of the Bill of 1865 ( = section 272 of Act 
VIII), anthorised the Court to stay the prooeedings and refer the parties to a regular suit. 

As to discharge from imprisonment under a decree, wo have provided that a defendant 
onee discharged shall not bo rc-arrestcd under that decree. 

The most important alterations in this part of the Bill will be found in sections 314 to 328, 
correspondiug with sections 433 to 436 and 444 to 450 of tbo Bill of 1865, and sections 273, 
280, 28l of Act VIII, and section 8 of Act XXIII of 1861. They provide an insolvent 
law for persons arrested or imprisoned in execution of money decrees. The chief changes which 
we have made are these: (a) the Conrt (i.e., the District Court or such other Court as the 
Local Government may invest with the powers of a District Court under these sections) may 
cause a copy of the would-be insolvent's application to be served, not merely on the decree- 
holder, but also on any other of his creditors; (6) the Court may also grant leave to any of 
the creditors to bring forward evidence to show that the applicant is not entitled to be declared 
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an iniolvenfc} (c) the Court may declare the applicant an insolvent and appoint a Receiver in 
whom all the insolvent’s property will vest (section 321); (d) the Receiver will then collect 
the assets, and on his certifying that the insolvent has done all in his power'for that purpose, 
the Court may discharge the latter. The Court will then frame a schedule of creditors and 
their respective debts (section 324). Creditors not mentioned in the schedule may apply to 
have their names inserted, and creditors mentioned therein may apply to have the schedule 
altered; atid the Receiver will, under the direction of the Court, convert the assets, discharge 
any debts or fines due by the insolvent to the Grown, distribute the balance rateably. among 
the seheduled creditors without any preference, and pay the surplus (if any) to the insolvent. 

As to tho effect of the discharge, we have made no substantial change, except that the 
insolvent will not be liable to be arrested or imprisoned on account of any ^ sekedtUed 
debit, not merely (as provided by section 449 of the Bill of 1865) on account of the decree 
under which he was imprisoned, and that his property shall be liable to attachment until the 
decrees against him held by the scheduled creditors either are fully satisfied or become by lapse 
of time incapable of being executed. 

We have considered whether it would be desirable to extend the law so as to enable a 
person not arrested or imprisoned in execution of a decree to apply to be declared an insolvent. 
But, on the whole, we think that this change would be too great for the maohinery at present 
available in many parts of India. 

Section SSl—We have here provided for the execution of Mofussil decrees within the 
Freeidency Towns. 


PART II.—Of Incidental Procf-edincs. 

The second Fart of our draft deals with the incidental proceedings which take place 
(a) on the death, marriage, o:r insolvency uf parties to a suit; {b) on the withdrawal and adjust* 
ment of suits; (c) on payment into Court; (d) on requiring security for costs; (e) on 
setting aside decrees by default and ex parte, and (f) ou the issue of commissions. 

CuAFTEn XIX.—Of the Death, Marwaoe, and iNsoLVFNtn' of Parties. 

Section S68.—We have hero inserted an explanation to show that a certificate of heirship, 
or a certificate to collect debts, does not uf itself constitute the holder the legal representative 
of the deceased. 

CUAFTEB XX.—Of the WITIIDRA'WAl, AND ADJUSTMENT OF SuiTS, 

Section 364.—We have limited the power of the Court to permit withdrawal, with liberty 
to sue again, to cases when the suit must fail by reason of some formal defect; and we have 
declared that nothing in this section shall authorize the Court to permit one of several plaintiffs 
to withdraw without the consent of the others. 

CiiAFTEB XXI.—Of Payment into Court. 

Section 368.—We have here altered the Bill of 1865 in accordance with the following 
views:—If the plaintiff accept the amount paid-in only as satisfaction in part of his claim, he 
may prosecute his suit for the balance; but if the ('ourt decides that the payment has been a 
full satisfaction, the plaintiff should pay the costs of the suit. If, however, the plaintiff accepts 
the amount as eatisfaotion in full, the Court should pass judgment accordingly; and in award¬ 
ing costs, it should consider which of the parties is most to blame for the litigation. 
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Ghaptsr xxti.— Of RRQxnRnio Security for Costs. 

We have made no change in this chapter, which corresponds with sections 68 and 64 of 
tlM Bill of 1865, sections S4 and 35 of Act VIII of 1859. 

Obaftrr xxui.—Of sKmira aside Decrees by Default and ex fartb. 

This chapter corresponds wiih sections 173 to 175 of the Bill of 1865, section 119 of 
^ot VIIl of 1859. Here, to, we have made no change. 

Chapter xxiv— Of Oommibbionb. 

This chapter deals with (c) commissions to examine witnesses; (2) commissions for 
local investigations; (e) commissions to investigate accounts, and (d) general provisions 
applicable to all such commissions. Under (a) we have inserted a section (385) to provide for 
the C(we of the witness being in jail, and under (d) we have declared that the Commissioner 
shall take down all questions and answers, and make a note of the objections (if any] to the 
admissibility of evidence. Wc have made no other substantial change. 


PABT III—Of Suits in particular cabbs. 

Port III deals with suits in particular cases, and herein with (a) suits by paupers; (2) suits 
hy Or against Government or (-iovornment servants; (e) sails by or against Native or foreign 
{rulera; (d) suits by or against corporations and companies; (e) suits by and against tinsteesi 
oxeontors, and administrators; (/) suits by or against minors and persons of unsound mind; 
(y) suits by infirm persons and women; (A) suits by or against military men; («) suits by 
stakeholders, otherwise caUed interpleader suits. 

Chapter sxv.—Suits by Paupers. 

The principal additions which we have here made arc as follows:—We have provided 
that the Court shall hear any argument which the parties may desire to o0er on the question 
whether, on the face of the petition and the evidence, tho petitioner ie or is not disqualified 
from suing as a panper. Wc have declared that t he pauper shall not be exempt from paying 
(s) the expense of serving process; (6) the expenses of witnesses; (r) the duty and penalty 
payable on unstamped or insufficiently stamped iustrnments which he produces ; and we think 
that, if he resides out of British India, he should not be exempt from giving security for costs. 
We have provided that if he succeeds he shall have such costs as the Court thinks fit, and that 
if he fails, the Court may order him to pay costs to the defendant, and further, if the suit is, 
rivolouB or vexatious, punish him with a small fine aud a month’s imprisonment. Lastly, we 
have introduced a section (411) as to dispaupering, a subject ignored both by the Bill of 
1865 and by Act VIll of 1859. 

Cbafterxxvi.—S urra nv or aoainst Governhknt or Oovebnhbnt Sbrvants. 

The only change that we have here made is in sccliun 437 (=: aection 334 of the Hill of 
1865). We think that, where the officer against whom execution of a decree against Govern* 
ment ia applied for neglects to satisfy the decree, the Court, whether it bo the High Court or 
anboidinate thereto, should report directly to the Local Government; and we think that the 
period after which execution may issue on such unsatisfied decree should be computed from 
the date on which the report reaches Government. 

CUAFTBE XKVII.—SuiTS BY OR AOAINST NATIVE AND POBBION RvLBSS. 

Ohaftbr xxviti.—Suim by or against Cobfokations and Cohfaniib. 

In neither of these chapters have we Tnade any change calling for notice. 

CoAPTBR XXIX.—Suits BY on against Trustees, Exeoutpbs, and Adnimistbatobs.

Where there are several executors or administrators, we have provided, in aocordaaoe with 
the practioo of the Court of Chancery, that (except in the case of executors who have not proved 
as executors, and administrators who are beyond the local limits of the jurisdiotion) they muet 
all be made parties to a suit against one or more of them. 

W'e have also provided that, unlcse the Court directs otherwise the husband of a married 
administratrix or executrix shall not be a party to a suit by or against her. 

CHxrrsa xxx.-—Suns by ob against Mimobs and Fbbsonb of unsound Mind. 

We have substituted this chapter (which is substantially taken from the rules of the High 
Court at Fort William dated lOth June 1874) for the somewhat meagre section (40) of the 
Bill of 1865, relating to suits by or against infants. The persons of unsound mind to 
whom it applies (section 462) do not inolnde those who have been found so by inquisition. 

Cbaftsb XXXI.— Suits by ikkum Pebsonb and Women. 

We have made no change here. • 

Chapteb xxxn.—S uits by and against Miutabt Men. 

The only addition here made is an explanation of the term * commanding officer'ueed 
in section 464 (= section 37 of the Bill of 1865, section 19 of Act VIII of 1859). In 
this we have followed the Indian Articles of War, Act V of 1869. 

CbaFTKR XXXin.— iNTEBrtXAIffiB. 

This chapter is altogether new. It shows, section 469, when an interpleader suit may be 
instituted ; section 470, what the plaint should state ; section 471, when the thing claimed 
should be paid into ('ourt •, section 472, the procedure at the first bearing; section 473, when 
tenants or agents may compel their landlords or principals to interplead ; section 474 how the 
plaiutiff’s costs may be secured, and lastly, section 475, the prooedure where a defendant in an 
interpleader suit is actually suing the stakeholder in another suit. We trust that this chapter 
will prove an efficient substitute for Act VIll of 1841, which, accordingly, we propose to repeal. 


FART IV.—FboVISIONAL Rbmboiieb. 

By these we mean (a) arrest before judgment; (d) attachment before judgment; (c}tem« 
porory injunctions ; (</) appointment of ^ceivers and Managers. 

Chaftbr xtxiv.—Of Akbebt before Judgment. 

Chaftbb XXXV.—Of Atcaobmbnt befoke Judgment. 

We have left these provisions sabstantially untouohed. 

Cuafteb XXXVI.—Of Tehfobaby Injunotxons. 

This chapter deals only with temporary, or, as they are sometimes ealled, provisional injunc¬ 
tions. The subject of perpetual injunctions will more fitly be dealt with by a Bill relating to 
pacific and preventive relief. 

We have here inserted a section (495) to authorise the issue of temporary injunetiont 
to restrain fraudulent removals of property pending a suit. We have provided (ceetion 497)

CnAPTEa XXXVII.—AEEOiMijnNT or Bbckivibs and Managbss. 

To this chapter we have added a section providing that, when the sabject>matter of a suit 
it capable of delivery, and any party admits that he holds it as a trustee for another party, or 
that it belongs to another party, the Court may order it to be deposited in Court, or deliverep to 
the latter. 


FABT V.— Spbciai. Fbocbbsings. 

Fart V treats of the following special proceedings, namely, (a) reference to arbitration; 
(i) proceedings on agreement of parties; (e) summary proceedings on negotiable instrument- 

ClIAFTBB XXXVIII.—BbBBBXNCB TO AbBITBATION. 

The only substantial changes which we have made are in section 507, where we have 
provided that, when once a matter is referred, the Court shall not deal with it in the same suit 
unless the reference be fruitless, in which case the Court may supersede the arbitration and 
restore the suit to the file; in section 508, where we have struck out the reference to an uneven 
number of arbitrators, and in section 520, where we have declared that an award remitted 
fur reconsideration becomes void on the arbitrators’ refusal to reconsider it, and that no award 
shall be valid unless made within the period allowed by the Court. In section 527 we have 
provided that the Court to which the application therein mentioned must be mode shall be th 
Court of the lowest grade having jurisdiction over the whole matter to which the award relates 

CiiAiTEB XXXIX. —Ov Fkoceedisgs ON Aoreement OP Fabties. 

In section 581 we have provided that every such agreement shall be filed in tbe Court 
of the lowest grade having jurisdiction in the matter to which it relates. We have made 
no other change. 

Cbaptbr XL.—Of Suuuabi Fxooeddbb on Negoiiabie Instbumbntb. 

This corresponds with Act V of 1866, sections 2—8. We have made only a few formal 
changes therein. 

FABT VI.— Of Appeals. 

Fart VI treats of appeals. We first declare (section 541) that, except as provided by the 
Code or by some other law for the time being in force, no appeal shall lie, and we then deal 
(chapter xlii) with appeals from original decrees; (chapter xuii) with appeals from 
appellate decrees; (chapter xuv) with appeals from orders; (chapter XLv) with pauper appeals; 
and lastly, (chapter XLVi) with appeals to the Queen in Council. It will have been observed 
that we have discarded the misleading terms ‘ regular appeals' and ' special appeals.’ 

Chafter ku.—B ar of Appeals not expressly PBUiimBD. 

We have already mentioned this chapter, which corresponds with section 622 of the 
Bill of 1865. 


Chapter xui.—Of Appeals from original Decrees. 

Section 547-—We think that the Court should not rest its decision on any ground not set 
forth by the appellant, unless the respondent has had sufficient opportunity of meeting the 
appellant’s case on that ground. 

Section 557.—We have here provided that the Appellate Court shall not stay execution of 
a decree which has been appealed against, unless irreparable injury may result to the appellant 
if execution is not stayed, and unless the application is made without unreasonable delay. We 
have farther empowered the Court, if it grant the application, to impose terms on the appellant.

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Sutlon 571.'->Wh0re an appeal is heard ex-parte in the ahsenoo of the leBpondeht, and 
jfldgment is given against him, we have here provided for his obtaining a re*hearing in case of 
bis having been prevented bj sufficient cause from attending when the appeal was called on. 

When the respondent gives notioo of any objection to the decree which he might have 
taken by way of appeal, wo have restricted him to raising questions between himself and the 
appellant. He should not, we think, be allowed to raise questions between himself and any 
other respondent or defendant. 

In the section (57S) relating to remand by an Appellate Court, we have provided that 
the Court of first instance may be directed, not only to investigate the suit on the whole merits, 
but also to try a particular issue, or to take ccrt.ain specified evidence. When a case is 
remanded for tbo purpose of taking certain specified evidence, we think that the Court to which 
the ease is remanded should take no other evidence in the cose. 

Seelion S75.—We have here provided for the rc.scttlcmcnt by the Appellate Court of 
defective iesnes. 

Stetion 578.—When the Appellate Court frames, issues, and refers them for trial to the 
Court of first instance, wo thiuk that it should also have power to prescribo the manner in 
which the additional evidenoe ehould bo taken and the points to which it should be confined. 

Section 587.—When the decree appealed against is reversed, we have declared (in accord- 
anoB with Sir B. Peotock’s ruling in 1 Bong. A. C. 5U) that the judgment of the Appellate 
Court shall state the relief to which the appellant is entitled. 

Section 589.—Where the appeal is heard by two Judges, who differ in opinion on a point 
of law, we think that they should confer togetlier, and tliat the case should he reargued upon 
that point before one or more of the other Judges, and determined aoeordiug to the opinion of 
the majority of the Judges before whom tlio p.)iiit is argued, ineluding the Judges who first 
heard the appeal. We have altered to this effect the corresponding section (5.13) of the Bill 
of 1865 (=Act XXIII of 18R1, section 23). Where the appeal is hoard by more Judges than 
two, if their opinions are equally divided, we think (section 590) that (he decree appealed from 
should be taken as affirmed, and that there should be no reference to the opinion of the Senior 
Judge. 


Chaptbr xuti.—Of Affbals from Appfi,i.atb Dgcrbbs. 

In view of the discussion which is pending on this suhjeot, we have not thought it prudent 
to introduce any changes of principle here. But wo wish to ex press onr opinion that the 
effects of the present law are by no means eati8r.^ctory, hecause frivolous cases are thereby 
admitted to second appeal, important ones are excluded from it, and the High Courts are 
fettered by rigid rules in dealing with the cases which come up to them. We think it would 
he derirable to classify the suits which arc admitted to second appeal rather by their importance 
than by the accident of their involving some question of law or practice. This would be in 
accordance with the proposals made in the pending Civil Appeals Bill for Bengal. The point 
is one on which we should be glad to receive opinions from the local authorities. 

The only change which we have here made is the introduction of a ctause (608) providing 
for the case of a change of (he pleader who has signed the certificate that the grounds of appeal 
arc reasonable.

We have added to the list of appealable orders those made nnder section 17 for staying 
proceedings in a suit, orders made under section 111 or 112 where a party refuses to answer a 
qnearion pul by the Court or fails to appear, orders in iusolvcnoy-matters, orders as to paupers, 
under section 409, and orders as to iuterioader-saits.

This chapter reprodnoea the proviaions of the recently paaaeJ Act VI of 1874, which the 
Bill proposea to repeal. 


FART VII.—Op Rbvibwb op luoQMxm'. 

Part VII deals with reviews of jodgment. We think that the evidence on the discovery 
of which a review is obtainable sbonld be, not only ' new,’ bat ‘ important’ (7 Snth., 106); and 
Rtrict proof should be given that such evidence was not within the applicant’s knowledge (9 
Beng. 187). We have made provisions to this effect in sections 644 and 648. We have 
declared (a) that a party who is not appealing may apply for a review notwithstanding the 
pendency of an appeal by some other party, (2) that a person who has preferred an appeal may 
abandon it and apply for a review, and (e) that, except on the discovery of snch new evidence 
ns aforesaid, application for a review of a judgment (other than that of a High Conrt) should 
be made to the Judge who delivered it. 


PART VIII.— Op Bbfesbmor to thb Hioh Court. 
No change requiring notice has been made in this part of the Bill. 


PART IX.— Sfbciai, Rules as to Hioh Courts. 

Part IX contains some special rules relating to the High Courts established under 24 & 
25 Vic., cap. 104. 

In section 664 we have introduced words to shew that such a Court may try suits in which 
any material part of the cause of action has arisen or any of the defendants dwells, &c., within 
the local limits of its ordinary original civil jurisdiction. We have also made it clear that the 
High ('uurt baa jurisdictior to entertain suits for land whether the land is situate wholly, or 
only in parr, within the local limits. This is in accordance with the decision of the late 
Mr. Justice Norman, in 6 Bengal O. C. 85, and with that of Mr. Justice Pbear, in 6 Bengal 
686. The language of the Charter of 1865, section 12, had given rise to some doubts on the 
subject. 

In sections 682, 683, and 684 we have embodied the existing Rules of the High Courts 
at Fort William as to procedure in Admiralty, Testamentary, and Intestate cases. 


FART X.— Miscellaneous. 

Part X contains various miscellaneous provisions. In the sections (692—665) relating to 
exemption from personal appearances in Conrt, we have declared that paria-natkint shall not 
be exempted from arrest in execution of civil process, and that when any person exempted from 
personal appearance claims bis privilege, and it is consequently necessary to examine him by 
commission he must p the costs of that commission. 


Of the four schedules, the first specifies the enactments proposed for repeal; the second, 
the sections oi the proposed Code whicii will be applicable (a) to Mofassil Coarta of Small 
Causes, (5) to Revenue Courts; the third mentions certain Bombay enactmenta which it is 
desirable not to affect ihe lourth contains 173 forms, (a) plaints fur breach of contract, 
(5) plaints for datuages upon wrongs, (c) plaints in suits for special relief, {d) forms of sum¬ 
monses, (e) forms of registers of snits, memoranda, decrees, orders, notioes, warrants, and 
certificates. Some of those we have onrselves framed : others are taken (with some ohanges) 
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from tho Schedule to £he t7onnty dbart Orders in !Eqhity, framed under the 28th and 29tli 
Vic., c. 99, and from the volume of forme publiehud by t b ; Cutiimiesiouere appointed to frame 
tho revised New York Code; others from Act YIII of 18.59, act] the rest were framed by 
Mr. Broughton, late Recorder of Rangoon, and have stood the test of practice. 


Having thus mentioned all the substantial additions which we have made to the Bill of 
1865, we have now to specify the clauses of that Bill which we have struck out, with the 
reasons for each omission. 

Clavtet 11 and 12.—Provide that suits against Government (other than suits for land) 
shall be brought at the seat of Government. Wc think that such a provision would often 
cause great hardship to plaintiffs : and we have accordingly struck it out. 

Eight clauses of the Bill of 1865, namely 24. and 25, 183 and 134>, 314, 815, 316, and 
318, deal with the subject of specific performance of contracts. These relate to substantive 
law, and if ultimately adopted, will come more fifly into the abovementioned Bill relating 
to specific and preventive relief. 

Claute 26.—This relates to declaratory suits, nnd is reserved for the same Bill. 

Clanae 61. —Procedure where there arc several defendants, some of whom dwell without 
the jurisdiction. This is substantially provided for by sections 16, 17, and 18 of our draft, and 
it is unnecessary to make a separate provision. 

ClauM 65.—Procedure in a suit for immoveable property situate in different jurisdictions. 
This appears to be snificiently provided for by sections 23, 24, and 25 of onr draft (= sections 
20, 21, 22 of the Bill of 1865), 

Clatue 120.—Procedure when defendant is about to leave India. This too seems to ns 
fnlly provided for by our sections 470, 477, 478 (= sccti ms 1 IS, 114,115 of the Bill of 1805). 

Clauae 146.—This relates to refunding half tbe stamp duty on the plaint if the suit is 
compromised. The matter was considered and dealt with when the Court Fees Act, VII of 
1870, was passed. 

Clauaes 193—196.—These also relate to stamp duty, and the subject is sufficiently pro¬ 
vided for by the Stamp Act, XVIII of 1869. 

Clauaea 243—254, and clauae 594—Relate to questions respecting religion or custom. 
We do not think it necessary or expedient to legislafe specially regarding this matter. The 
Evidence Act, I of 1872, sections 1.3, 48, and 49 provides sufficiently fur the solution of all 
such questions. 

Clauae 280—Provides for the issue of a commission to examine witnesses who are neither 
within British India nor within an allied Native State. We think that this is sufficiently met 
by our section 382, which is equal to clause 279 of the Bill of 1865, and seclion 177 of Act 
VIII of 1869. 

Clauaea 281, 282, 283 —Provide for commissions to examine persons in jail. This is pro¬ 
vided for by the Prisoners' Testimony Act, XV of 1869. 

Clauae 299—Aatborises the Court in certain oases to decide a suit on a sworn statement. 
Without giving any opinion on the policy of this provision, we would observe that tho matter 
is sufficiently provided lor by the Oaths’ Act, X of 1873, sections 8—12. 

Clauae 312—Provides that a copy of every decree for the recovery of a portion of immove¬ 
able property with specified boundaries shall be sent to the District Registrar. The expe¬ 
diency of requiring the sending !»iul registering of such copies was considered when the present 
Registration Act (VIII of 1871) was passed, and was decided against. 

Clauaea 468—482—Relate to tho summary enforcement of claims on registered bonds. 
Tbe expediency of having any such provisions in the law was decided against by the legisU- 
thre when the present R^islration Act (VIII of 1871) was settled nnd passed, and nothing has 
since ooonrred to suggest that this decision ahoold be reversed. 
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Ctctue 535—DecIam that if an appeal lies to a Court ouniiiting of a atngia Jndge, the 
. appeal ehall be heard and determined by snob Jndge. We have omitted, this, aa the matter 
is sufficiently provided for by onr section 686 (a section 670 of the Bill of 1865.) 

CTosm 536.--We have omitted the greater part of this danse as being provided for by the 
Limitation Act, IX of 1871. 

Clause 597 prescribes the time within which special appeals shall be presented. We have 
omitted this clause also, as the matter is provided for by the Limitation Act. 

danse 608 relates to the stamp on a pauper’s appeal and the time within which it must 
be presented. Both matters are already provided for>—the one by the Stamp Act, thct'other 
by the Limitation Act. 

Clause 0£4 limits the time within whioh applications for review must, be made. This 
also is provided for by the Limitation Act. 

Clause 636 relates to the extraordinary civil jurisdiction of the High Courts. It seems 
inexpedient to insert this in the Bill, fur as to the High Courts e.stablished under'94 and 25 
Viy., cap. 104, the matter is provided for hy the Letters Patent; and ns to the,other highest 
Civil Courts of Appeal (see Act I of 186S, section 1, clause 11) the matter is, or ought to be, 
provided for by the local Acts under which they are established. 

Clauses 638 and 639 refer to the stamps to be used in the High Courts. The matter is 
provided for by the Stamp Act and the Court Fees’ Act. 

Clauses 664—667 relate to contempt in Court. This matter is sufficiently dealt with by 
Act X of 1872, sections 435, 436, and 437, as regards nil High Courts not established under 
24 and 25 Vio., cap. 104. For courts establisbed under that Statute no such provisions are 
needed. 

Clanse 680 is omitted, aa the two Acts which it saves have been repealed. 


We have titns described the changes which we have mode in the Bill of 1865. We 
rcoommend that the Code, as now revised, should be published in the OazeUe, and circulated to 
the local Govern ments. 

We have to request that gentlemen sending in suggestions will be kind enongb to identify 
the draft Bill to which their suggestions relate by the Roman numeral printed on the outer 
sheet.

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XI. Yossrls mn»t have their tniwU fitted so that they can he let down with ease and 
speed; and when under sail, vessels must always keep in the middle of theeanal; when hein^ 
tracked, vessels are, as fir iis praetieaiile, to keen to their port or left side of the canals. 

.X II. All vessels nni;hfiri;i;: at ni"lit arc to keep to their port or left hank oCthe canals. 

•XI'I. Only one vessel shall he allowed to make fast alon)( and in a line with the canal 
hanks, niid no vessel shall b" made fast or he plaeed outside of vessels so seenreil, without 
tilt perinission of a (’anal Ollieer. Xi> vessels shall, however, be placed in such a position 
as to einlaimer tin- safetv ot oiln'r vessels, to ohstruet their passage., or to impede the iiaviga- 
tion ; and no hainl)o<«s or ptiles shall he allowed to he eraeteil on vessels whoa at anchor. Any 
iulnugeiiient of this rule will lie jiilnishalde by a fine not exceeding rupees for each oflinnee. 

\1\'. It very V'ssel when put to shall he sceiirely t;isteiied, and sliull at all tiiui's have 
some person in atienduiiee on -oard of it : any lulriiigciuent of this rjle will be piinisliahle, 
by a line nut exceediiig rupees .o lor each ofl'enee. 

XV. In every ease of wifek or obstruction of the channel by sniikeu vessels, thcl'aiial 
Ollicers may call upon tli- person in eliarge of the vessel to remove thcsailie without delay, 
and shad give every reasonalile assistance, towards so doing. Hut should the owner <if the 
vessel or raft he not forilic.miing, or should he not use reasoiianle expedition in removing 
theob.struciioii, or should he decline »r tail to use proper assistance wliieli may he oft'ereii 
to liim by the (lanal Oifieers. these Ollicers may iiinlertake the roiiioval of the uhstruetiou 
tlieiii.selves at tlie cost of ilie owner ot tlic boat, reeoveriug tlie expense in the manner laid 
down III Section IX of the " (Jamils’ Act, I'Ol..” 

XVI. If lie liiiiial OHieers he unable to ascertain the. name and place of hiisincKs or 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat se.ixed under the “ Canals’ Act,” he 
ahull notify the seixiiiv in the most public nianncr available. 

XVII. In the event of any damage or injury being oeeasioned to the eiiual works bv 
wilfuluess or neglige.iiee mi tlie part of any person in ehtirge of ii vessel, tbe Canal (.Itlicnrs 
may detain the vessel within the eatial for a period not exceeding'24< hours, provided that 
within that period, the anal Oilieers shall lodge a eomplaiiit ag.ainst such person in charge 
of the vessel before a Magislnite niuler Section XV'l of the “ Canals’ Act.” 

XVIll. The banks or berms of the eaiials shall not be used as wharves for the deposit 
<if goods, under a pimalty of Us. 10 for each ofl’enee; but. i-xeept in special eases, when the 
permission of the ' anal OHieers will be iiecessiiry, all articles shall he removed to the <iute.r 
banks of the canals, and all such articles as shall not he finallv removed from within the 
boundaries of the canals witliiti a period of six days after being so deposited, shall be liable 
to a charge of four uuiias per 100 maiiiids. 

XIX. The canals may be closed once a year, forclTeeting the iieoessary repairs to them 
oil one month’s notice of the intention so to close them; hut in the event of any sudden 
eniergeiiey, the canals may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no claim sliall be 
made in sneli case by owners of vessels or others for eom|)eiisation on aceouiit of detention. 

XX All oflenecs against the provisions of these Rules shall be piinisliable as provided 
for in Section XV111 of tbe " (huinls’ Act, ISfii,” and all fines imposed may he recovered 
ill the manner mentioned in Section Wll of the, same Act. 

XXI. The term “ Canal OHieers” in the foregoing Rules shall include the persona 
alluded to in Section VIII of the “ Canals’ Act, lS(i4,” and any other persons who may be 
specially appointed to exercise such powers by the person appointed to collect the tolls,
